Francis Bacon, one of the great 
jminds that heralded the modern way 
lof thinking, enumerated four “idols 
jor congenial errors of the mind, in 
reality impediments of thought He 
gave them dramatic names. First are 
the “Idols of the Tribe" or presup- 
| Dositions and assumption and accepi- 
fed notions common to nearly all men 
| We all belong to our age and kind, re- 
flect and imitate, and absorb the views 
around us, and so repeat the errors 
and fall into the way of the day. We 
follow The fashions of our tribe. The 
second are the “Idols of the Cave 
false notions and prejudices of those 
who sit in the darkness of ignorance 
or the prepudices peculiar to thet 
bringing up, including all the personal 
limitations Your sectarian views 
your provincialism, your class and clan 
leanings and favoritisms and antipa- 
thies and pecullarities, stand in the 
way of your fair judgment, and are er- 
rors due to the cave you live in 

Third are “Idols of the Forum,” 
which arise largely from misunder- 
sianding, end not a little from the 
implications of words, which, if they 
do not conceal rather than reveal 
thought, distort it in the reflection of 
language, and maké what you say dlf- 
ferent from what you mean. Fourth 
are the “Idols of the Theatre” or 
platform, or rostrum, or pulpit, which 
are the errors In accepted systems of 
thought, religious, philosophical, po- 
litical, social 


These are peculiarly the 
thinker's impediments of thought 
That was a good start 300 
ago: but 2000 years earlier A 
made a beginning by enumerating the

gin to understand why, though we live 
in much the same world, start with 
about the same facts, we reach differ- 
ent conclusions, why we agree wilh 
some persons and disagree with oth- 
ers. Quarrtels, controversies, lawsuil 
parties, sects, movements all presen 
arguments. Both sides are sure the) 
are right; yet the truth must He some- 
where. We can't see it because of the 
glasses or the blinders we wear. It’s 
well to recognize how our minds are 
built and our opinions are formed. We 
have the job of running the world un- 


der these conditions, with these im- 
pediments 
Most minds are full of all sorts and 


conditions of impediments of though 

They distort your vision, falsify yout 
judgment, make you a poor witness 
and a worse judge. Yet just as most 
of us speak as well as our neighbors 
and have no very conspicuous impedi- 
ments of speech, so most of us think 


as well as our neighbors We share 
the same idols.
